survivors of the Columbia-San Pedro 
collision, which occurred Sunday 
morning. These sixteen passengers 
were in a boat which landed at Shel- 
ter Cove. The boat also contained 
two dead bodies, that of Mrs. O. A. 
Lewis, of Pasadena, California, and 
an unknown man, presumably a 
sailor. The list of survivors now in- 
cludes 160 names, out of a reported 
total of 257 persons on board, Three 
dead bodies have been recovered, 
Ninety-seven persons are unaccounted 
for.

The Pacific Coast Company's dock 
at the foot of Soa was crowd- 
ed with people when the high back 
of the Pomona hove in sight around 
the bend in the water iront. The 
steamer’s starboard rail was black 
with passengers, and here and there 
among them, as the vessel ran along- 
side the wharf, could be discerned 
members of the ill-fated Columbia's 
crew, whom the crowd upon the dock 
picked out by the  non-deseript 
clothing they wore. When the gang 
plank was hoisted to the Pomona’s 
deck the Pacific Coast Tine had 
difficulty in restraining people from 
elambering aboard. The crowd was 
made to stand back and keep a line 
open while the Pomona’s passengers 
came ashore. Each was stopped at 
the foot of the gang plank and asked 
excitedly: ‘‘Were you a/passenger on 
the Columbia?” With one excep- 
tion the answer was “no.” 

A Terrible Experience. 

The exception was Miss Leidell, 
clothed from head to foot in a dark 
brown dress, her features hidden by 
a brown veil over her head, and sne 
came fallingly down the plank and 
made her way uncertainly through 
the crowd. She held her handker- 
chief to her face as she walked, and 
when asked by newspaper men for a 
recital of her experience she said 
that she was asleep in her berth when 
the accident occurred. She ran out 
on the deck and leaped into the 
wuter ag she thought, but fortunate- 
ly she Janded on one of the —half- 
submerged raf-s and was not badly 
hurt, She said a woman with «a 
child in her arms folliwed, but fell 
ine the water and both were drown- 
ed, 

Just before the Columbia went 
down, Miss Leidell said Captain 
Doran tied down the whistle cord 
and throwing his hands up, cried 
"Good bye, God bless you.” 

The San Pedro's deck load of lum- 
ber shifted and injured several per- 
sons, among them Miss Harris, ste- 
wardess of the Columbia, who was 
taken to a hospita) in Eureka. 

Purser Brown, of the Pomonia, fur- 
nished a list of the members of the 
Columbia’s crew brought to this city 
by his vessel. He showed a list o7 
survivors ‘taken to Eureka. Exclusive 
of those who reached there an hour 
before the sailing of the Pomonia, 
which had been personally secured, 
and certified by Purser Byrnes, it 
comprised 107 names, and tallied with 
‘the list weported in the despatches 
last night. Mr. Brown said he was 
authoritativi!; told in Kureka that 
fifteen members of the steward’s de- 
partment, ten members of the en- 
gineer’s department and twelve of the 
deck’s crew, a total of 37, were saved, 
as were all of the waiters except two, 
who are still unaccounted for. 


Columbia Well Within Safety Zone. 

D. P. Schwerin, vice-president and 
general manager of the San Fran- 
¢iseo and Portland Steamship Com- 
pany, was asked about the published 


charges that the accident was in a 
lange measure due to the habit of 
coastwise masters of hugging the 


shore in order to gave coal for owners. 
He said: ‘That charge is absolutely 
false, and nothing better illustrates 
its falsity than the fuet that at the 
time of the collision the Columbia 


be within that range to get their 
bearings especially in corgy weather. 
As for criticism against tie Columbia 
on the score of improper construc- 
Uon, it is not supported by facts. 
The Columbia, had five water-tight 


compartments and a collision bulk- 


head. It is an impossibility to build 
an unsinkable ship for practicable 
use, put in as many water-tight 
bulkheads as you please. A collision 
may occur at the point where a bulk- 
head joins the ship’s side, and the 
ship may be so crushed that the 
ship’s side be broken down. Then 
you have the two compartments 
flooded, for a glancing broadside col- 
lision may break down two or three 
bulkhead walls and the resultant 
number of watertight compartments 
are quickly flooded.” 
Steward’s Presence of Mind. 

The cool headiness of Second Ste- 
ward A, Marx, of the Columbia, 
saved many lives when the Columbia 
sank. As soon as the ship struck, 
the steward ran into the * glory 
hole,”’ where his men slept, and or- 
dered them to their posts. The men 
were well drilled, and they proceed- 
ed to awaken the passengers. They 
ran threugh hte cabins assigned to 
them, dragging the people out of bed 
and adjusting their life preservers for 
them, This accounts for the fact 
that all those who were on deck had 
life preservers on, When the waiters 
were about half through their work 
on the starboard side the vessel gave 
a heavy list, and those who still re- 
mained in their staterooms on that 
side of the boat were doomed. The 
vessel filled to the deck, and the 
doors of their cabins were jammed so 
that they were unable to get out. 
The starboard deck was filled with 
undressed people when the fatal list 
came. Those who were already on 
the deck were able to climb to the 
port side and cling there until the 
last plunge was made. The vessel 
went down without noticeable  suc- 
tion, but the passengers found that 
they were unable to remain on the 
suriace of the water although held 
up by the life preservers, Many as- 
sert that they sank as deep as thirty 
feet before they began to rise, 

General Manager's Statement. 

Vice-president and General Man- 
ager Schwerin, of the San Franciseo 
and Portland Steamship Company, 
Wag asked today for an official state- 
ment regarding the Columbia-San 
Pedro disaster, He said: “I do not 
see that there is anything IT can say 
except to express my heartfelt sor- 
row over the event, and my deep 
sympathy with those who have gsuffer- 
ed by it.”

TO REGULATE DIET. 


Thaw Eats Too Much Rich Food and 
Smokes Too Much. 


New York, July 23.—The Times o- 
day says: So many varying reports 
have of late been printed concerning 
the physical condition of Harry K. 
Thaw that Dr, Frank MeGuire, the 
Tombs physician, felt called upon to 
make an official statement yesterday. 
Dr. McGuire said Thaw’s condition 
did not differ from that of any man 
confined as Thaw is, who lives on 
vich food, and spends much time 
smoking a black ‘briar pipe. Dr. 
McGuire added: “I have advised 
Thaw to cut down the amount of 
smoking and to regulate his diet. 1 
intend to inspect the food sent in to 
him from outside the prison, and 
will advise what portions of it to 
eat and what portion to reject. 

“I have written a prescription for 
him which if she takes it ought to 
regulate his stomach, I have also 
prescribed a mild tonic stimulant for 
Wim. I have advised his taking less 
exercise in the prison, and urged 
him to take more than he does when 
he is out of doors in the afternoon.”’ 

Thuw now wears green goggles 
while in the prison yard, He com- 
plained that when out of doors the 
strong light hurt his eyes.

New London, Conn., July 28—One 
man was killed by the explosion of 
a bag of powder in one of the six-inch 
batteries at Fort Terry, Plum Island, 
N.Y., today, and at least three mem- 
bers of ears K, Third regiment, 
Connecticut National Guards, injured, 
The accident occurred during the 
sham attack upon the fort in which 
the entire Third regiment of the Con- 
necticut Guards, and the regulars 
were taking part. The name of the 
dead man is Hammond, of the 100th 
company, a regular artilleryman. 
The names of the injured were not 
made known up to a late hour this 
aiternoon,

GERMANY AGAINST 
DISARMAMENT 


Will Oppose British Proposition 
Regarding Limitation Of 
Armaments, 


The Hague, July 23.—Baron Marg, 
chall Von Bieberstein, one of the Gér- 
man delégates to the peace coifer- 
ence, has received instructions from 
Berlin to oppose the wording ef the 
British proposition regarding the 
limitation of armaments. Germany 
does not admit that this question is 
more urgent today than it was in 
1899, when ‘the first peace conference 
was in session, and she contends that 


it ig impossible to acknowledge the 
urgency of disarmament when no 
practical scheme has yet been de- 


vised for the reduction of military 
burdens.

FIGHTING HARD 


Haywood’s Counsel Says Or- 
chard’s Story Is Absurd. 
Had Mania For Crime. 


Boise, Idaho, July 23—Forsaking 
the theory of vengeance as Orchard’s 
motive for the murder of Former 
Governor Stuenenberg, E. F. Rich. 
ardson argued today that Orchard 
was in the employ of Pinkerton de. 
tective agency when he killed Stuen- 
enberg, and that the murder was a 
part of a conspiracy to hang Hay- 
wood, This stdden departure was 
followed by a tremendous denunci- 
ation of Capt, James MePartland and 
the Pinkertons and a passionate vitu- 
peration of Orchard, Governor Good. 
ing, of Idaho, Senator Borah, Gov. 
Peabody, of Colorado, and in fact all 
who have atted on the side of the 
prosecution of Haywood, came in for 
a share of the avalanche of Richard. 
son's peroration, 

A Systematic Plot. 

Mr. Richardson denounced and 
charged the Pinkerton Detective Ag- 
ency with a systematic plot to secure 
tne conviction of Haywood, Mcyer 
and Tetiibone as a means to the de- 
sired extermination of the Weatern 
Federation of Miners. Mr, Richard. 
son declared that Orchard was a man 
rossessed with a lust for murder, a 
desire to glut a disordered brain with 
the blood of his fellowmen, and the 
attorney told the jury that the de. 
fense wae ready and willing to ad- 
mit that Orchard uceomplished the 
taking off of Governor Stuenenberg 


in the manner described by him on 
the witness stand, Orchard was 
painte! as a man who fencied that 


there was glory in spectacular crime. 
Day after day opportunity was _ re- 
sented to kill Stuenenberg, in com- 
parative safety, to himself, but rath. 
er than shoot a man whose giant 
stature, the attorney said, offered a 
target ‘‘as big as the side ofa barn,” 
Orcherd planted, a bomb and_ plan- 
ned ithe deed so that it might attract 
the greatest amount of attention, 
Richardson asserted that Orchard had 
a motive against Stuenenberg for the 
real or fancied Joss of his interests in 
the Hercules mines through being 
driven out of the Coeur D’Alenes, 
Orchard’s Story Absurd, 

Of Orchard’s story of his many at- 
tempts upon the liyes of men said to 
have been marked for death by the 
Federation, Mr, Ricliardson said it 
Was the most absurd thing on the 
face of the earth. He declared that 
it would be along time before the law 
would sanction conviction on such 
testimony as had been produced 
against Haywood and pleaded with 
the jury not to put a halter about the 
neck of his client, “at the behest of 
the Mine Owners’ Association and 
its representatives,” 


Explained Simpkins’ Flight. 

As to the disappearance of Jack 
Simpkins, following the death of Goy. 
ernor Richardson, he said he too 
would have fled to hiding under simi- 
lar cireumstances, although — there 
was notan iota of evidence to connect 
him (Simpkins) with the crime, Simp- 
kins had had one experience in an 
Idaho “bull pen” and his only safety 
was in ilight, 


Darrow to Pleed. 
Clarence Darrow will commence his 
argument in Haywood’s behalf wiivi: 
the court resumes tomorrow morning. 
It is expected that he wiil require 
two duys to close for the defense, 

Dr, I. L. McGee, the witness for 
the defense, who was arrested on the 
charge of perjury, was discharged 
from custody today by the magistrate 
before the preliminary hearing was 
held, The justice ruled that the evid- 
ence brought by the prosecution was 
insufficient to warrant him in holding 
McGee, Orchard was on the stand 
this afternoon as a witness in the 
McGee case. 


Referred to Bradley Affair. 


Resuming his argument this morn. 
ing, Mr, Richardson reverted to the 
Bradley explosion in San Francisco 
briefly, to call attention to the testi- 
mony of a witness who said Orchard 
declared ‘‘Bradley got what was coim- 
ing to him, und there’s a chap named 
Stuenenberg who is going to get his,’’ 
The attorney's voice was quite husky 
today as a result of yesterday's ef- 
fort,

Orchard's Mania, 


In the course of his argument. Mr. 
Richardson said, ‘When you consider 
all the testimony in this case I think 
you will reach with me, the conclu- 
sion that this man Orchard was pos- 
sessed of a mania to go out and kill. 
Orchard’s is the most absurd story on 
the face of the earth, He says there 
Was never any fixed amount to be 
paid him for given crimes. He was 
always invariably told not to take 
too much, as he could get more when- 
ever he wanted it, In the light of this 
testimony what becomes of Hawley’s 
opening statement to you that the

NEWCOMERS ARE 
OF A GOOD CLASS 


Drawn From Rural Districts, 
Cities Not Beg Canvassed. 


Bruce Walker Interviewed. 
Ottawa, July 23.—"‘The «triking 
feature of British immigration to 


Canada this year is the comparative 


superiority of the immigrants lesv- 
ing British ports destined for the 
Dominion as contrasted with those 
bound for the United States,’ said 
Mr. J. Bruce Walker, Chief Cana 
dian Immigration Agent in Great 


Britain, in an fnterview, 

Mr. Walker came to Canada from 
London last week on departmental 
business. He was enthusiastic in 
describing the success attending the 
Canadian immigration propaganda 
in the Mother Country thié year. 

Efforts are being devoted chiefly, 
he said to promoting immigration 
from rural England, Scotland ‘and 
Ireland. The classes especially need. 
ed in Canada and those adapted | to 
agricultural pursuits acting under 
instructions from the department 
here, the immigration agents in 
Great Britain are not paying much 
attention to the cities but are devot- 
ing most of their energies to getting 
immigrants from the rural sections. 
Northern and northwestern England 
are at present furnishing the largest 
supply. Immigrants from London 
and the other large cities are mostly 
sent out by the various charitable or- 
ganizations. 

The volume of English and Scotoh 
immigration to Canada this year, 
Mr. Walker said, shows to date an 
increase of over fifty per cent as 
compared with last year. 

Speaking of the character of 
reports sent back from Canada to 
Great Britain by immigrants, Mr. 
Walker noted that the immigration 
agents now rarely have to reply to 
the exaggerated statements of hard- 
ships, ete., made in letters to the 
press by disgruntled immigrants 
here. The next mail from Canads 
usually brings a letter from some iel- 
low immigrant refuting these  mis- 
statements and advertising the advan- 
tages of Canada. 

Some of the letters sent to the 
British rural press from Canada are 
ridiculously false. Mr. Walker in- 
stanced letters which appeared this 
last spring telling how immigrants 
had been chased through the streets 
of Winnipeg by wolves and declaring 
that hundreds of Englishmen had 
been found dead on the prairies in 
consequence of the severity of the 
winter.

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frequent statements sent 
Canada libelhing the Dominion 
have been brought to the attention 
of the Minister of Justice and as a 
result, legislation will be introduced 
at the next session of Parliament 
making it a punishable offense to 
wilfully slander the country in the 
press of other lands. ,

FIRE IN VICTORIA. 


B.C. Capital Suffers From Fire to the 
Extent of $75,000. 


Victoria, July 23.—Fire broke out 
here early this afternoon destroyed 
several blocks of the city, entailing 
a loss of between $75,000 and $80,000 
The fire started in a blacksmith shop 
énd being fsnned by a high wind, 
swept along with great rapidity. For 
a time it looked as if the whole north. 
ern portion of the city. would be de- 
Stroyed, Three other fires were atart- 
ed by flying embers and rendered the 
work of th brigade most difficult, At 
six o'clock the fire had practically 
burned itself out. 

A change in the direction of the 
wind saved 8t. John's church, but 
the Baptist church was burned to 
the ground. ‘The burned area is 
bounded on the west by Store, on the 
south by Discovery and Pioneer 
streets, and on the north by Chatham 
and Green streets, and extends to 
near Cook, five blocks back from 
Store streeT. A few houses are stand. 
ing in some of the blocks, but the 
fire made a clean sweep of two blobks. 
Fortunately both these blocks con- 
tained nothing but Chinese shacks. 
At one time tit looked as if the greater 
portion of the noythern end of the 
city was doomed, but although the 
fire is still burning, the loss will not 
likely exceed $75,000,

PREPARING 10 
STUDY THE SUN 


“Old Sol” Is One Of The Great 
Mysteries, Says Otto Klotz 
Of Ottawa. 


1, Ottawa, July 23—Yesterday Dr. Ot- 
lo Klotz, of the government scientific 
staff in Canada, speaking of our re- 
markable spring, with its heavy snow- 
fall early in May and some snow late 


in the month, explained the ordinary 
weather phenomena and told how it is 
that the weather bureaus can predict 
from what has begun to happen to 
iwhat is going to happen. He referred 
to the area of “high ! star,” or 
high atmospheric pressure, that was 
persistent in the Northwest last spring 
as a place where the heavy air was 
piled up like mountain ranges and 
kept pouring down the slope toward 
the valley of light air or low pressure, 
bringing with it the cold air of the 
upper regions, which was distributed 
far and wide over the continent; 
but he added that we do not know 
why this air persisted in piling itse 
up skyhigh in the Northwest, Weather 
science has gone just so far that we 
know fairly well what the weather 
will be tomorrow, but why it is not 
the same as last year we do not know. 
Sun the Mystery. 

The mystery involved in the work. 
ings ot the great furnace, the sun;

derstand its inner operations we can- 
not hope to give a satisfactory ex- 
planation as to the ‘why’ of weather, 
The trouble is that though we know 
much about the sun there is a great 
deal more we do not know.

~ Cannon ignites. A Fight 
For Life.

J., late yesterday afternoon. Hang- 
ing horizontally irom the balloon by 
two ropes as it left the ground was 
fi galvanized iron cannon fourteen 
feet long and about three feet In 
diameter at the mouth. 

Raymond was lying flat on his 
back in this cannon, with just the 
tips of his shoes showing at the open- 
Between his ankles, and right

in the mouth of the cannon, was 4 
tnortar bomb of the kind used in 
fourth ot July celebrations to end up 


a big showers of sparks at nights 
The thousands watched the balloon 
until it was up about 5.000 feet 
Then the gun boomed in the park 
That was to let the aeronaut know .t 
was time for him to “fire’’ himself 
irom the cannon, A tiny cloud of 
black smoke burst from the cannon « 
mouth, and a few seconds later Ray- 
mond, clinging to the cross bar of 
his parachute, shot through the 
amohke cloud eet firsts Of course 
only hte mortar bomb had been fired, 
but it looked as if the aeronaut had 
been hurled from the long iron sylin- 


der by a charge of powder. A thin 
line of smoke trailed along in its 
downward flight! to make the — petr- 


formance all the more realistic. 

The big crowd applauded, and when 
the parachute opened and Raymond 
began to do “stunts” on the crossbar 
they cheered, A brisk southerly 
breeze carried the parachute off in 
the direction of Huttley, but the 
erowd in Hillside Park was able to 
follow the pertormer’s movements 
until he was within a few hundred 
jeet of the ground. 


Amazed at His Antics. 

They marvelled at his daring when 
he hung from the bar by one arm 
They could not imagine how any 
human being would take the chances 
Raymond was taking when he kicked 
about so recklessly and slapped his 
Jegs. Even the managers of the 
show coulcfi’t und@rstand his — ac- 
tions, although they also noticed that 
a light smoke cloud floated along 
above him. 

“A god show, but mighty ticklish,” 
Was the sentiment ou the . lips of 
most of ‘the spectators when the 
parachute and periormer disapeared 
irom view behind the tree tops more 
than a mile away. 

Gene Raymond, lying in the Pas- 
saic general hospital today, packed 
in cotton batting and oil, told the 
real story of his descent, 

“When IL theard the signal gun,” 
said he, “I took my cigar out of my 


ling good money 


mouth and touched the lighted end 
to the fuse. «his juse entered the | 
eanon through a hole just above my 


head., It ran along the bottom ol 
the eannon to the smoke pit (the 
mortar bomb) at the mouth. T took 
another draw or so on my cigar and 
at the same time got my knife ready 


to cut the rape running from the 
mouth of the gun to the balloon 
That rope was fastened about half 
way up inside the cannon and right 
near my hand 

“When things work all right I fire} 
the bomb and cut the rope; then the 
mouth @fethe cannon drops and spills 
me withamy parachute out into the 
air Yesterday, after [lit the fuse, 
he went Sputtering along all right, 
then the whole inside of. the cannon 
eemed to have blown up. 

Covered With Burning Powder. 

“The burning bits of powder fell all 
My eyes seemed to be 
blown full of it. I opened them, but 
could see nothing. “The fumes were 
suffocating I had on a full ¢ength 
pair ot tights and cloth and 
around my body was an American 
flag My tights were alire in sévera! 
places, 

“Ot courseyel realized the bomb 
had exploded, and thrown most of 
the charge up into the cannon. My 
first thought was to remain where I 
was and trust to he balloon falling 
quickly, bu the pain and the smoke 
were too awful. I knew that [ would 
be smothered to death. if not cooked 
to death, before the balloon reached 
the ground. I grasped the bar of the 
parachute, uttered a little prayer, and 
slashed the rope with my knife. 

“The cannon dropped and I shot 
out. For the first 250 feet it was im- 
possible for me to tell whether my 
big umbrella was going to open or 
whether IT only had started on a death 
plunge of 5,000 feet The fire in my 
tights, fanned by the air, started to 
eat its way more rapidly. 


Figures on His Chances for Life. 
“At first there was a horrible doubt 
about the parachute. It might be 
broken by the explosion. Then came 
the thought that even if the  para- 
chute did open it meant a slow trip 
to the earth, and probably death by 
inches trom fire A small rope ran 
from my belt to a ring in the para- 
chute framework, so I wag safe from 
falling, even if 1 did loose amy hold 
or become unconscious, provided, of 
course, the rope itsel didn’t burn, 
“IT can’t describe the feeling of re- 
lief that came t@ me when I felt the 
speed slackened and realized that the 
big umbrella was opening. The fire 
in my tights was confined chiefly to 
the lower limbs Hanging to the 
erosdbar with one hand, I tried to 
beat it out in vain. Then I tried to 
kick what was left of my shoes off 
f could feci the solea were still there, 
hanging by some shreds, 1 managed 
to get them off and then tried to rub 
some’ powder out of my eyes. ‘Up to 
this time I hadn’ been able to see a 
thing. I. could tell from the move- 
ment of the chute, though, that she 
was going along safely. ’

“When, finally, | managed to dig a 
little of the grime out of ny eyes I 
éaw below me the river.

which I made to the council, dated 
the 23rd May, 1907. 1 have sinc> veri- 
fied these figures, and find them suffi- 
ciently accurate for the purpose. 

Ai the council meeting last Tues- 
day night a petition was presented 
asking that certain portions of Roe- 
land and Stewart streets, together 
with Syndicate avenue, be provided 
with a sewer outlet. At this time, I 
made the statement that this section 
could be yrovided for at a probable 
cost of $10,000. In going into this 
question more fully, I find that while 
$10,000 would provide for this scheme 
it would mot be advisable to attempt 
it for the reason that the work, when 
completed, would not work in with 
the general system for this section 
of the city, and therefore next season, 
when the work is going forward, this 
section would have to be paralleled 
with the large trunk system, which 
would in a great measure be made 
useless, Under these circumstances 
f cannot recommend this temporary 
artangement being proceeded with. 

Running a concrete main of suffi- 
cient size for this section from tho 
corner of Syndicate and Jasper south 
to Roeland, on Roeland from Syndi 
cate to Government, and thence: on 
Chrisiibelle and Richard avenues to 
the outlet—the limited section repre- 
sented’ by the petitioners—could be 
provided for at a cost of $19,000, but 
when the city goes to this expense, 
Jasper avenue extension, Government 
Ottawa and Syndicate avenues south 
of the railway tracks should be pro- 
vided for; also certain of the cross 
streets between avenues named, which 
if extended to the proper limits, 
would bring the total cost up to my 
estimate of $66,275. However, certain 
streets in this area that are not thick- 
iy populated could be postponed for 
the present, so that we can put in 
the trunk on this section at a cost’ 
of $26,500, and such laterals ae are 
most urgently required at a cost of 
$15,500. 

Summarizing the above, I would 
recommend that in case the council 
see fit to provide for this section of 
the city, that the trunk sewer be built 
—tliverting Namayo avenue to its new 
outlet and providing for the sewering 
of Roeland and Stewart streets, Chris- 
tibelie and Richard avenues, Jasper 
avenue extension and the southern 
portion of Ottawa and Syndicate ave- 
nues, and Clara and Boyle streets, at 
a total cost of $40,000. This system 
will provide for extension in the fu-

Four months before, fifteen men 
had been hurled to the bottom of the 
1,500 foot shaft of the Independenes 
inine and instantly killed because of 
the neglect of the company officials 
to provide salety appliances, and the 
only result was the perfunctory ver 
diet of @ coroner's jury. regretting the 
lack of precautions, No hue or ery 
was raised against the mine owners, 
individually or as a class, because of 
this criminal neglect, 

Unlortunately for those who defend 
a% @ hecessity, or as the acts of a 
passipn-swayed ‘mb, the deportations 
following the explosion at Indepen 
dence, there were deportations beforé 
this at othef points in Colorado, not 
only of mémbers of the Western Fed- 
eration, but also in the coal regions 
of members of John Mitchell's or 
ganivalion, the Uiited Mine Workers. 
Nobody contends that Mr. Mitchell’ 
orgAdizgation was in any sense crim 
imal ; yet its members were deported 
under the supervision of Governor 
Peabody's military representative sim- 
ply beeause “their absence was bet 
ter for the people than their pres. | 
ence."

The military re 
ports disclonmitthe fact that three 
mines (one of them the largest in 
the district) were closed down because 
they were employing some union unin 
ers, and that these miners were taken 
from work and deported.

tion of the reckless disregard of rights 
and of law practised by the citizens 
and militia of Onipple Creek could 
be greatly exaggerated. In the wreek- 
ing of the union stores $25,000 worth 
of general supplies was destroyed, 


me exceedingly conservative when I 
come to speak of decisions of courts. 
I appreciate, as all lawyers do, how 
important it is that the people shall 
have at all times confidence in the 
integrity and ability of the judiciary, 
and I shall content myself with aay-

“The court would have sustained

Far-Extending Corruption in Colorado 

One year later the Supreme Court 
of Colorado was increased from three 
to seven members. Behind this ac 
tion is a story of corruption which 
makes the hearer turn away in dis 
gust. It is a story that leads into the 
chainbers of judges and the most re- 
spectable homes in Denver. On it 
hinges the explanation of why Gover 
nor Peabody resigned the day afte: 
he had taken his seat in 1905, of why 
Alva Adams, who had been elected to 
succeed Peabody, was robbed of the 
office, and of why Jesse F. McDonald, 
who granted the warrant for the ex 
tradition from Colorado of Moyer, 
Haywood and Pettibone, was promot 
ed from Lieutenant-Governor (an oi 
fice to which he had been’ chosen in 
the eleetion of 1904) to Governor. 

Two of the new Supreme Court 
judges were to be appointed by the 
Governor. It has been charged in a 
formal pleading filed in the Supreme 
Senne of Colorado that the eorpora- 

ons of the State ehteted into a cor 
tupt bargain with Governor Peabody 
whereby they were permitted to select 
the Supreme Court judges who were 
appointed by him, for the reason, 
among others, that they did not want 
this Moyer decision overturned. That 
charge, in the records of the Supreme 
Court of Colorado, is verified by the 
signatures of ten of the leading law- 
yers of Colorado, among them Sena 
tor Henry M, Teller and ex-Governor 
Charles 8. Thomas. These men stand 
at the head of the bar of the State. 
They are not prone to make or en- 
dorse unfounded and sensational 
charges. 

A majority of the Supreme Court 
refused an investigation of these 
charges, with themselves as the 
judges of the truth or falsity thereof. 
They permitted one of their own’ col- 
leagues on the bench to go upon offi 
cial record as declaring that “those | 
who beiore Lelieved the charge to be | 
true are now confirmed in their be 
lief, and those who did not | 
them now have their 
the court shaken.”

TWO MILLERS SAW 
THE SHOT FIRED 


But Could Not Identify Would 
Be Murderer Of Semerad 
Owing To Darkness. 


At the preliminary hearing into the 
Semerad shooting case, this morning, 
two brothers named Reno and Dave 
Miller, who live on Syndicate avenue 
opposite the residence of Chas, Sem- 
erad, told of having seen the shot fir- 
ed which so narrowly missed result- 
ing fatally, and for the firing of which 
Frank Mikota is now on trial. 

They had returned from the fair 
grounds on July 4th, about half-past 
3 o’clock, and retired, but later got up 
te see the display of fireworks in Sem- 
erad’s yard. This display they watch- 
ed till it was ended and while still 
at the window a few minutes later 
saw a flash just alongside of the 
house ot Se:nerad and heard a revol- 
ver shot, 

Immediately afterwards a man ran 
hurriedly up Syndicate avenue to the 
north but neither of the witnesses of 
the attempted murder were able to 
identify the man. It was so dark, 
they said, that it was impossible to 
give eny description of the man or 
sven to tell if he were tall or short, 

Other witnesses this morning were 
Albert Tadik, Matt Doleisy and Benjil 
Mis, Their description of the shoot- 
ing end of the events preceding it 
were similar to the story told by Sem- 
‘vad himself, Several of them ran to 
the outside of the house after the shot 
was fired, but no trace was to be 
found of the assailant. 

During the luncheon hour yester 
day Magistrate Wilson and the coun- 
sel for the prosecution and the de- 
fense visited the scene of the Sem- 
erad shooting at the residence of 
Semerad, corner of Rowland street 
and Syndicate avenue. They looked 
over the ground where the shot was 
fired and took measurements to as- 
sist them in a better understatiding 
uf the case. 

At the afternoon session the evi- 
dence of the victim of the shooting 
took up nearly the entire time, but 
nothing sensational was brought out. 
Semerad stated that he had his back 
to the coal chute window when he 
was shot. He heard a report outside 
and the crash of glass and then felt 
a pain in his back like a hot iren. 
tile teok off his coat and then tell 
dewn, After being carried upstrirs 
he remembered nothing further. The 
accused had frequently been at the 
house, but was not around so ‘er 
as he saw, the day of the sho sting 
He had had quarrels with Mikota, as 
‘he result of the trouble with Mrs. 
Mikota and the saceused had threat- 
ened te shoot hita va several oes. 
ions. He once told him a bullet was 
too good for him, and on another oc- 
casion said he would fix him. He 
and the accused had always been 
friendly till November last. The 
whole trouble was over Mrs, Mikota,
